The French guaranteed there would 
be no further bombardments, but 
barbed wire barriers have been erect- 
ed in the streets to prevent ambughes.

‘Health Of Our ‘Livestock 
Good Rrogress Has Been Made In the 
Control of Disease 
There is much of_a comforting na- 
ture in the report for 1924-25 of the 
health of animals branch of the de- 
partment.of agriculture at Ottawa. 
The veterinary director geueral, Dr. 
George Hilton, in reviewing the con- 
tagious disease situation in Canada 
shows that the animal diseases that a 
few years ago were troublesome have 
been banished from the country. 
Rabies has not been detectéd in any 
part of Canada for years. No out- 
breaks of dourlne has been reported 
among breeding horses for five years, 
and there is every reason to believe 
the infection does not exist fin this 
country. Only one outbreak of an- 
thrax was reported in‘the year, and 
that was in British Columbia and was 
brought speedily under control. The 
malady is extremely rare in Canada. 
By vigorous action hog cholera has 
been practically eradicated. Suspect- 
ed glanders not being promptly re- 
ported In unprogressive settlements of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, action has 
been necessary and has proved effec- 
tive, but close supervision is being 
kept to prevent recurrence. astern 
Canada and Manitoba are free of the 
disease. Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick, Quebec and British Colum- 
bia are free from mange, but {solated 
cases are reported in Nova Scotia and 
Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta have had to have energetic at- 
tention, especially in the last-named 
province near the international bouad- 
ary. All Canada has been practically 
freo from sheep scab for many years. 

Good progress {s belng made in the 
control of bovino tuberculosis, Live- 
Stock breeders, says Dr. Hilton, are 
now commencing to realize that {t 1s 
poor business to maintain diseased 
herds and to purchase animals from 
questionable sources. When the re- 
port was published there were 1,675 
fully accredited tuberculosis-free 
herds in Canada and 2,100 undergoing 
the process of accreditation. 

There {s also a tuberculosis free 
area in the Carman district in Mant- 
toba, which is being dealt with under 
the restricted area plan. All cattle 
in an area comprising the counties ot 
Huntingdon, Chateauguay and Beau- 
harnots in the province of Quebec have 
also been tested by veterinary inspec- 
tors and reactors destroyed. There 
is every reason to believe that this 
area will be a tuberculosis free area 
by the time the next annual report is 
issued,

Making Progress In | 
Fight Against Rust! 


Saskatoon Gclentists Make Further 
Discoveries in Complicated 
Struggle 

The rust work carried on for some 
years at the University of Saskatche- 
wan is assuming new phases in the 
plant breeding experiments conducted 
in the cereal breeding section of tho 
fleld husbandry department. 

The end in view is a wheat that will 
have all the good qualities of the best 
strain of Marquis wheat which will) 
also be highly resistant to all the rust | 
strains found in Canada. During tho| 
past season a large number of cross- 
ings were made with Marquis on a 
highly rust resistant strain of Iumillo. 
At Minnesota there has already been 
developed a highly rust resistant cross 
between Marquls and Iumillo, which is 
known as Marquis-Iumillo 44. ‘This 
cross 1s of good quality, high yielding, 
combining {n a high degree the milling 
qualities of Marquis, as well as the 
earliness and strength of straw, but 
the flour is too yellow to be satisfac- 
tory to the millers. It is hoped by 
back-crossing Marquis with Marquis~ 
Iumillo 44 that a strain may be pro- 
duced which will have the flour color 
of Marquis combined with the rust 
resistance and other desirable qualities 
of Marguis-lumillo 44. 

It will take many years and many 
hundreds of crosses together with 
careful selection and testing before 
the desired results are obtained. In 
undertaking these experiments the 
scientist in charge makes is very clear 
that he has no assurance that a high} 
quality wheat immune to all rust 
strains may ever be discovered.

Sugar Beet Cilyivacion May 
Prove A Great Factor In The 
perity Of Western ( Canada 


Tho new millfon dollar beet sugar 
refinery of the Canadian Sugar Factor- 
jes Ltd., at Raymond, in Southern Al- 
berta, has started operations, resulting 
in the resumption of a sugar beet in-’ 
dustry in that territory under much 
finer auspices. It is now evident 
that this new Alberta activity 1s away 
to a good start and, with the sured- 
ness of foundation, has great potential- - 
{iles, 

After exhaustive investigation and 
preparation United States interests 
entered the Southern Alberta fleld for 
the refining of sugar from beets in the 
spring of 1925. Promise was made to 
erect a sugar refinery at Raymond, in 
the heart of the irrigated districts, it 
farmers would contract for an acre- 
ago of 6,000 acres of beets. It is es- 
timated that 7,200 acres have been 
signed up, and reports during the 
growling season were to the effect that 
stands were 90 per cent. perfect. The 
beet sugar crop in Southern Alberta, 
it is officially stated, is exceptionally 
good, and it would not. be surprising 
if the tonnage produced reached 90,- 
000 tons. ’ 

Such a successful year of inception 
opens up great possibilitles for the 
sugar beet industry in Alberta and all 
Western Canada. The possibility of 
the industry from the agricultural 
standpoint in the area has never been 
in question, climate and soil being 
eminently suitable. Experimentation 
has proven an excess in both tonnage 
and sugar content in Southern Alberta 
production over that of the Western 
States, 

Farmers in the area have become 
enthusiastic over the possibilitles of 
the sugar beet and a much wider and 
more general interest has been creat- 
ed, Authoritative opinion has it that 
the acreage devoted to this crop next 
year will be 11,000 acres at least, and 
that by 1927 there would be sufficient / 
beets grown in Southern Alberta to 
necessitate the erection of another 
factory. The same authority predict- 
ed a time when there would be seven- 
teen sugar factories in the section to 
take care of the crop. 

‘This is a very gratifying develop- 
ment of the year’s agriculture in 
Western Canada, regarded directly and 
indirectly, Apart from the revenue 
derived from the actual sale of the 
beets, for which a ready market is 
assured, an improvement inthe gen- 
eral agricultural situation of the beet 
growing districts is to be expected, 
from the development of a livestock 
industry and other phases, such as has 
been the experlenco of similar sectors 
in the United States. Authorities are 
confident that it will prove one of the 
greatest factors in the prosperity of 
Western Canada, and there is every 
opportunity for expansion of the in- 
dustry there.

New census figures show the mor- 

tallty of the influenza epidemic of 


1918 throughout the world was nearly | 


20,000,000, the worst catastrophe of 
the sort since the black death of the 
middle ages, Dr. E. O. Jordan, bac- 
terlologist of the University of Chic- 
ago, told the American Public Health 
Association at. St. Louis, 

“And if Influenza were to descend 
upon us again tomorrow,” he con- 
tinued, “we should as public health 
workers and students of the disease, 
be little tf at all better equipped to 
deal with it than woe were seven 
years ago.”

world-wide scale seem insuperable, |

. A Giant Generator 


Continuous Current of, 600,000 Volts 
Devéloped For Machine in France 
A generator capable of furnishing a 

continuous current of 600,000 volts— 

|the highest tension now known in the 
world—has been constructed by two 

French scioatists and will be placed 

in the laboratory of the Sorbonne, 

With this machine, its builders ‘be- 
eve, it will be possible to attack the 
atom, breaking down its radioactive 
particles, as never before, and if the 
experiments are successful it may 
prove the forerunner of even more 
powerful generators. French sclent- 
ists, in fact, are hoping to develop 
4 current of 5,000,000 volts with which 
they think 
disintegrate matter artificially, 

Speaking of the new generator, the 
writer, Jean Cabrerets, a well-known 
sclentist, says: ‘ 

“There already are transformers 
eapable of raising the tension to 2,- 
000,000 volts, but with these the cur- 
rent is alternate and, moreover, these 
gppliances ure to be found not in 
laboratories, but established in spe- 
cial industries, The laboratory, con- 
trary to industry, demands a current 
which is continuous. ’ 

“The Crookes ampoule in particular, 
which produces the X-rays, ig fed by 
a continuous current, and on the ten- 
sion of this current depends the in- 
tensity of the rays; in other words, 
the length sf the wave. 

“The higher the tension the shorter 
jis the wave of these rays. Medical
